and /ire-fighting taught in the schools. Back of 
this movement is the National Forest 
Service, 
which is epdeavoring to have state legislatures in 
states where there are large forests, enact la*8 
including fire prevention in the studies in

rural school.

The prime reason for fire prevantion lessons 
is the conservation of forests by the prevention of 
forest fires. Rural school children will cooperate 
with foresters ip saving the trees. 
It is proposed, too, that fire prevention lessons 
be taught children in city schools. Some of them 
are in forest# at some time of their lives. When 
not concerned with forests these city dwellers are 
concerned in things more easily

than 
forests—their own homes, for instance.

“Tippecanoe and Tyler, too,” was 
the rallying cry of the Whigs in the 
election qf 1840. William Henry Har­ 
rison was the choice of the Whigs 
The Whigs adopted no platform, and , 
«the only Issue was whether or not tbe 
Jaekson-Van Buren "muchlne” should 
remain In power. 
Even among the 
Democrats there was much discontent. 
To attract this discontented element, 
the Whigg nominated for vice president 
John Tyler of Virginia, who was a 
well-known 
anti-Jackson 
Democrat. 
The campaign was tbe moat exciting 
the United States had seen up to that 
time. 
Harrison’s election was attrib­ 
uted to his inilitary record. The elec­ 
tion Is often called “the log cabin and 
bard ckler campaign.” tone end of 
Harrison’s house at North Bend was 
an old log cabin which bad been cov­ 
ered with clapboards. 
A campaign 
biography said that Hartlson’s table, 
“instead of being covered with excit­ 
ing wines. Is well supplied with the 
best* cider.” At first this simplicity re­ 
ceived jeering from the Democrats, 
but the Whigs seized the opportunity 
to make the democracy of their candU 
date a-feature of the canvass. Minia­ 
ture log cabins and barrels of hard 
cider generally were In appearance 
whenever a Whig orator spoke. Har­ 
rison received 284 electoral voieg to 
60 for Ven Buren. '
